get mea ls— ev ery thing from beef stew to sa lad and pump­ 
kin pie. 
The theory , no doubt, is that officers with such 
knowledge will be a ble to ov ersee tin* work of the compa ny 
cooks much better, and thus will he a ble to ma ke sure that 
their men are getting the proper kind of food.
